West Virginia Gas 


Case to Be Reviewed 


WASHINGTON, Oct. ».— Tho United 


States Supremo Court has granted the 
motion and fixed November 1& as the 
date for a rovlew of tho caaea brought 
by tbo states of Pennsylvania and 
Ohio against West Virginia which In- 
volved the right of tho latter to re- 


gas 
strict the quantity ot natural 
exported across the state line. 


By a decision of tbo court Wont 


Virginia lent tho case, the court hold- 
ing .that gas was an article of Inter- 
state commerce and therefore not 
subject to state regulation, with ro- 
spoct to Its exportation. 


In making request for a review 


Woat Virginia took the position that 
Ibo decision was so broad thai. It 
would permit all gas produced within 
its borders to bo Bent to other states, 
leaving Its own clti/cns without this 
form of fuel. 


In Mil) the West Virginia l.egis-' 


lutlve passed what wan known aa the 
Steptoe law, providing that gas com- 
panics should have tholr lines so con- 
nected that \n case of failure ot ono 
supply another might, bo substituted.

Inoroao- 
ud demand In anticipation oC a stop- 
paRO of anthraclUi had carried pro- 
duction of soft co/.l to 11,737,000 tons 
In the last week of August. In the 
week of September 29, It decllnod to 
11,303,000 tons, a docrcaat ot 4SD.OOO 
tons. 


Tho downward tendency has con- 


tinued into tho week October 1-8 
Preliminary telegraphic ropovto for 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday In- 
dicate that the output for tho week 
will hardly roach 11.000,000 tons and 
may fall as low as 10,700,000 tons.
